BEAD, AJfD REFLECT. 


It Is surprising to know how few of 


those who advocate "No License" 
bave read the Law under which the 
election Is to be held on Saturday. 
As the provisions of the Act are be- 
coming known, just In that propor- 
tion Is the numb-jr of advocates of No 
License becoming less. No wonder. 
Here Is Sec. 8, which embodies the 
main provisions of the act: 


Sec. 8. Any person who shall sell or 


<ttve. or offer to sell or give, any spirituous, 
vinous, malt or intoxicating liquors, in 
quantities less than flve gallons, within 
»ny township, incorporated city or town, 
contrar-,' to the provi-fions of this Act, shall 
be cuii'iyof misdemeanor, and for every 
such offense shall pay a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for the ftrst offense, and 
not less than nfty or more than one hun- 
dred dollars for each subsequent offense, 
ana be imprisoned in the County Jail until 
such 4nes shall be paid «t the rate of one 
day's imprisonment for each dollar nne. 


OSEof the most unjust features of 


the Local Option Law Is that !t des- 
troys the property and business of a 
class of citizens without a moment's 
notice. If the framer of the law bad 
Intended to act justly toward lils fel- 
low man, he would have provided 
that "No License,1' if adopted, should 
not go into effect tor say two, three or 
four months, and thus give those en- 
gaged In the liquor trade time to dis- 
pose of their property and seek other 
business. The floods are more pitiful 
and the flames less relentless In their 
wildest career of destruction, than 
those charitable people who would 
wipe out their neighbors'property un 
derthe flimsy pretext of benefiting 
mankind. 


THE TKIBOSE suggested to the 


liquor dealers some time since that it 
they wanted to win their fight they 
should employ the News to oppose 
them. It seems that they have fol- 
lowed the TKIBTJNE'S advice, for the 
News has descended from the fence, 
astride which It has been gracefully 
poised for so long a time, and, in Its 
feeble, negative was', supports the "No 
License'1 side of the question. The 
Local Option people's prospects of sue 
cess were slim enough before; the es- 
pousal of their cause by the Navi 
stamps it with certain defeat. 


REV. Mn. HAMILTON, in his excel- 


lent sermon on Local Option, main 
talned that the very existence of gov 
eminent showed that we had given up 
some natural rights for the sake o 
preserving others. But we take issu 
with Mr. Hamilton when he holds 
that one half the community can 
willy-nilly, select the food and drink 
of the other half. There are classes o 
rights that government should not in 
terfere with, and surely eating an 
drinking ere among them.

nebriates, that the preaching In all 
he churches and the work of the tem- 
perance societies should totally fall, 
eems strange enough; yet such must 
)e the case, when n criminal and ty- 
anlcal enactment Is passed to compel 
men to change their second natures. 
The course of a free people Iscerlain- 
y not In that direction; and we feel an 
assured conviction that the experi- 
ment of Local Option, should it result 
n carrying, will be a dangerous one | 
to private rights and civil liberty. It

THE JESTICE OF IHE MCAL OPTHffl 


LAW. 


It Is not necessary that ons ihould 


be a Jurist In order to see the Injus- 
tice of the Local Option Law. 'Its evils 
are so palpable that nil men (anil wo- 
men too) who are not blinded by the 
fury of fanaticism, can readily notice 
its unj ust provisions against an impor- 
tant c(£ss of citizen property owners. 
The law does not mean the reaching 
of a point in the march of civilization, 
that might be regarded as the dawn of 
a better day to humanity; but it means 
the giving of political power to one 
class to destroy the business and prop- 
erty of a rival class. The proposed 
giving power has a most discouraging 
appearance with regard to thequestlon 
of mornl and political right. But we 
will pass that over, and look Into the 
irregularities of the law itself. For

It is to test the right ol the 
County Tax Collector to collect licen- 
ses in Oakland. Heretofore tlie busi- 
ness places of this city have been 
passed over by former county tax col- 
lectors, it being held that the amend- 
ment to the city charter passed in 188J | 
exempted Oakhmd. Section 5 of the 
charter, defining the duties of the City 
Council, provides that "they shall 
also have the exclusive rlglil, in the 
manner described by ordinance, of 
Issuing anil gruntingof licenses, anclof 
collecting the tax licenses, for tlie ben- 
efit of the city, upon tlie following 
business and properly, to wit:" uiid 
here enumerates Hie various kinds of 
business, closing with: "all of which 
licenses, when grunted by said city, 
and duly obtained by the person or 
persons desiring the same, bliall en- 
title them to carry on said business, 
trade or profession In said clly. Mr. 
Stevens, Uie new Tax Collector, Is of 
the opinion that his duty compels 
him to collect in Oakland, and pro- 
poses to do so. In accordance with his 
construction of the law, lie has made 
a demand for the tax upon a Mr. Hill, 
proprietor of the "Redwood Store." 
near the Court Ho use, in East Oakland, 
and Mr. Hill declining to pay, a suit 
has been brought by the District At- 
torney, In the name of the people, by 
the written instructions ol Mr. Ste- 
vens. As there are several attorneys 
Who believe that the collection of the 
county tax cannot be legally made in 
Oakland, it would be policy for our 
Oakland business men to enquire 
into the case and see that it docs not 
go by default against the plaintiff.
